For the Year ending March Ist, 1891. 


The Board of Education of the Town of Richmond, present 
to the Citizens of said town their annual greetings and sub- 
mit for their consideration the following report. 

Fellow Citizens :---Your choice for School Board at our 
yearly meeting will call from you a blending with us ina 
spirit of sorrow over the protracted illness of one of our 
members, Charles W. Conway, treasurer and chairman of the 
board. Until within a short time he has been able to ren- 
der valuable service in counsel and direction in prosecuting 
the plans for the year. Since his connection with the Board 
of Education Mr. Conway has taken a deep and well qualified 
interest in the prosperity of:the schools, always aiming at 
the wisest plans to secure the noblest results, always agree- 
able and courteous, and highly appreciative toward the other 
members of the board. 

Our aim has been to secure the highest possible good to 
the united territory of our schools and advance each scholar 
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to the highest standard of educational attainments ; but to 
secure these ends we have found it absolutely necessary for 
parents and all concerned to duly appreciate the value of a 
good education and the principles by which it is attained. 
One great drawback to the prosperity of our schocls, is. the 
attendance is too much controlled by the likes and dislikes 
on the part of the scholar. Children should be taught to at- 
tend school from PRINCIPLE and submit to the judgment of 
others for the selection and quality of teachers, otherwise 
cofusion and unnecessary expense will follow, and a great 
loss sustained to the scholar of much that is good and noble. 
During the past year several scholars commenced well but 
soon raised the excuse, ‘‘DON’T LIKE THE TEACHER,” became 
irregular in attendance. and finally left school before the close 
of the term; we learn however that this is nothing new with 
them. 
GENERAL. 

We have seven,schools in town. Twenty-two weeks have 
been given to each school the past year. No. 6 receiving 
two additional weeks due from last vear. No. 13 receiving 
only 18 weeks of the 22 as will be seen under Special Report. 
No pains have been spared to furnish each school with well 
qualified and worthy. teachers, and the committee disclaim 
all blame for the non-prosperity of any. 

STATISTICAL. 

According to the sum total of the several school registers, 
101 different scholars have been enrolled as regular re-ident 
members according to the present scool law. Two of Burton 
W. Goodnow’s children living in this town have been school- 
ed in Troy, making the number of actual resident scholars in 
town 103. Besides these, 7 scholars from Fitzwilliam attend- 
ed the first term in No. 13, and were enrolled as members 
of that school. 

Average number belonging, 78 ; average daily attendance, 
70; number of visits by the Board of Education, 69; num- 
ber of visits by citizens and others, 274 ; number of dismis- 
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sals. 79; instances of tardiness number 134; number of half- 

days’ absences exclusive of non-membership, 1,543 ; occur-

TEXT BOOKS. 

No material change has been made in the choice of text 
books from last year. The new law providing text books 
Tree to the scholar at the expense of the town came into 
effect this year. Books have been furnished as called for by 
each school through the teachers. and the utmost economy 
has been used in purchasing them; no more having been 
purchased than was needed. The books were collected at 
the close of the term and are kept in charge by the com- 


mittee. 
VISITING. 


The school law requires that each school shall be visited by 
the committee twice each term. The committee has acted 
upon this for the best interest and advancement of the schools 
with as little expense as the good of the schools would allow. 
The first visiting was divided between two of the committee, 
one taking three schools in charge and the other taking four. 
At the closing. although it is very important that the com- 
mittee should be together, yet they have acted otherwise in 
several instances closing schools singly. 

: SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Only a few incidental repairs have been made during the 
past year. One of the committee suggesting the propriety 
of a little more time to act upon the matter, it was thorght 
best to act upon his suggestion. Concerning the school 
houses that are used during the year, we have to say that 
No. 15 needs some repairs for the safety of the children. 
No. 2 should be moved to a more central locality, or, if not 
moved it should have some repairs and a thorough painting. 
No. 5 sadly needs a general over-hauling and painting inside. 
No. 38 needs attention. School houses should de made as 
convenient anu attractive as possible. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


No. 2. Both terms were taught by Miss Nellie R. Free- 
man of this town. ‘This school embracing a large territory 
has the largest number of resident scholars of any school in 
town with a good degree of harmony existing. Occasionally 
a mischievous scholar appear whose conduct is not desirable, 
but by a gentle and judicious yet decided course of manage- 
ment which Miss Freeman always exhibits, she succeeded in 
bringing both terms to a successful and satisfactory termi- 
nus. Number of words spelled the first term, 3,689 ; miss- 
pelled, 53. Second term, number of words spelled, 11.779 ; 
misspelled, 212. 

No. 3. Both terms were taught by Miss Flora I. Taylor, 
of Fitzwilliam. Miss Taylor has had some experience in 
teaching, is quiet and reserved in her manner, patient and 
decided in her teaching with a love for the work, and has the 
confidence of all. This is the smallest school in town, yet 
the scholars are well advanced in their studies. We wish 
some large families would take a permanent residence near, 
making it one of the most desirable schools in town. Both 
terms were brought to a successful close well marked with a 
good degree of progress made. Words spelled first t rm, 
2,776 ; misspelled, 74; second term, words spelled, 4,459 ; 
misspelled, 85. 
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No. 5. Both terms were taught by Miss Lizzie A. Taft 
of Swanzey. Miss Taft is an experienced teacher and 
thoroughly devoted to her work. is forbearing and well qual- 
ified to keep peace, and no scholar who is capable of learning 
need fail of obtaining a good understanding and advance in 
their studies. We were pleased with the marked improve- 
ment in the studies made, and in the manners and general 
deportment of some. We hope this school may have the 
same teacher another vear. Words spelled, first term, 2.795 ; 
misspelled, 130; second term. words spelled, 4,211; miss- 
pelled, 200. 

No. 6. The membership of this school is somewhat fluc- 
tuating owing to removals and incomings to the district. 
The first tera: was taught by Miss Elizabeth M. Cass of Lun- 
enburg, Mass. Miss Cass has had some experience in teach- 
ing and is well qualified for the work, but is better adapted 
to teach in a large school than in a small one. There was 
not that degree of interest kept through this term that we had 
hoped for. ‘The closing exercises were good. 

The second term was taught by Miss Nellie A. DeForest. 
of Seymour, Conn. Miss DeForest is a graduate in high 
honors from the Seymour high school. ‘This was her first 
term in teaching but she proved herself well qualified for the 
position. She has a high appreciation of the ability of the 
scholars to learn their lessons and be equal to their task. and | 
inspires then with the idea that it is much better to study 
than to idle or fool away their time. She succeeded in main- 
taining good order and introduced some improved methods 
of school work. Several of the scholars showed a rapid ad- 
vance in their studies. The closing exercises were excellent, 
with a manifest attachment between pupil and teacher. 
Number of words spelled first term, no record ; second term, 
number of words spelled 3065 ; misspelled, 176. 

No. 7. Both terms were taught by Miss Lena L. Fisher, 
of this town. This is a small, yet important school, and 
while there hus been some things rather difficult and per- 
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plexing for any teacher, Miss Fisher has. by a wise, pleasant, 
decided way, managed to keep good order. and the school 
has made good advancement during the three successive 
terms of her teaching. Miss lisher is a young lady of noble 
principle and moral character and an excellent teacher, and 
is deserving of a larger school. Number of words spelled. 
first term, 4151; misspelled 11; second term number of 
words spelled 3329; misspelled, 60. 

No. 9. First term taught by Miss Blanch EK. Cammon, of 
Somerville, Mass. Miss Cammon exhibited good qualifica- 
tions—a little sarcasm, great thoroughness and a good de- 
gree of pleasantness in the management of the school—qual- 
ities which, when exhibited in due proportions cannot fail to 
bring success ; she gained the good will of the school and 
good advancement was made. 

The second term was taught by Miss M. Myrtle Bowen, of — 
this town. Miss Bowen possesses good qualifications: is 
earnest and persevering; everything moved harmoniously 
and good success was made, to the perfect satisfaction and 
appreciation of all. Number of words spelled, first term, 
2975; misspelled, 225; second term, spelled, 6683 ; mis-_ 
spelled, 3 

No. 13. First term taught by Miss M. Myrtle Bowen, of 
this town, who possesses noble qualities, with a full appreci- 
ation of the possibilities of human life through dilligence and 
study ; and while she avails herself of every possible attain- 
ment, sue is as earnest to lead her scholars to the same high 
standard. ‘This school had a good chance for advancement 
in their studies during this term and we were well satisfied 
with the teacher 

The second term was taught. by Miss Alice E. Colson, of 
Salem, Mass. Miss Colson was a graduate of a first class 
high school; also a graduate of the Salem State Normal 
School. She passed a number one examination; giving a 
satisfactory answer to every question we asked her; we vis- 
ited her school and fonnd her very efficient and thorough in 
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her mode of teaching ; ready to explain everything connected 
with the studies. The school might have advanced rapidly. 
At the expiration of eight weeks she resigned her position as 
teacher ; we accepted the resignation ; gave her a certificate 
of her acceptable work, signed by all the members of the board 
and closed the school. Number of words spelled, first term, 
5511; misspelled, 19; number of words spelled the second 
term, 1579; misspelled, 16.
